I think, I may venture to affirm, that 
Sir Fobn Leake, with his Fleet or fome other 
Accident, has raifed the Siege of Barcelona, 
or the Town is taken before now ; it is five 
Weeks and upward fince the French came 
before it, and if they puth’d the Siege on 
with their ufual Fury and Vigour, tho’ the 
Garrifon have done even more than could be 
expected from them, it can hardly hold out 
till now. How it is we know not 3 but 
this we know, that nothing but contrary 
Winds, nothing but the immediate Finger 
of Providence can have made the Sailing 
of Sir Fobn Leake to its Relief, improbable ; 
and if that has interven’d, we ought to 
fubmit. 

If the Seige is rais’d, the Game’s up for 
Spain ; and I believe, we may, withouta 
Charge of Prefumption, expeét a pretty 

good 
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good Account of that Kingdom by the Bad 
of the Year. 

- The next depending Article is the March 
of the E. of Galway for Madrid. The Spaniards 
with an unaccountabl: Contempc of the 
Portuguefe, left their Frontiers on that fide 
fo naked, that it was almoft enough togive 
us fome Sufpicion of an Intelligence held 
there, and that they had fome more than 
ordinary Affurance, that the Portugucfe 
would not hurt them.

tal, nor inhis Arm ftronger than a private 
Trooper. Our Wars are not manag’d as 
of old, the Duke of Marltorough and Monf, 
Tallard did not fight like He@or and Actilies 
at the Siege of Troy: My Lord Galway is 
as much a Match for the Duxe of Berwick 
without his Hand or with it, to do, or to 
caufe to be done is the fame part of Speech, 
in the Larguage of the War, and my Lerd 
Galway will not mifs his Hand in his March 

to Madrid. 

It the Spaniards did not know this, they 
may perhaps be taught ic now to their Coft;
